J umbo Sweet Po tato es 
The market do es no t like “ jumbo ” sweet po tato es and a co rrespo n­ 
dent o f So uthern Agriculturist tells us ho w he go t rid o f them. First he 
tried planting late—but that did no t wo rk well because his cro p did no t 
reach go o d size. Then he tried planting clo se to gether in the ro w—spac­ 
ing his seed o nly 12 inches apart—and this time he secured a max imum o f 
No . I po tato es and practically no jumbo s. Yo u might try that nex t y ear. 


Canning Peas 
Picking peas was bad eno ugh, but shelling them was a jo b I mo rtally 
despised when I was a small bo y —and I still giv e thanks that we did 
no t gro w eno ugh peas to can fo r winter. I understand that there is a 
machine that shells them, no w, by merely turning a crank—but if y o u 
lack such a jimcrack a co rrespo ndent o f Nebraska Farmer writes that y o u 
can shell peas in half the time by scalding with bo iling w*ater—co v ering 
with a clo th fo r 2 minutes—and then draining and co v ering with co ld 
water fo r a sho rt time. 


Put Cull Apples Into the Silo 
A mix ture o f cull apples and alfalfa hay will make ex cellent silage 
fo r dairy co ws, acco rding to the Washingto n Ex periment Statio n. Fo r 
two y ears they fed dairy co ws this kind o f silage—co ntaining as much as 
8 0r/c apples—and fo und it to be so mewhat mo re pro fitable than sunflo wer 
silage. I wo nder if any o ne ev er tried making silage fro m apple po mace 
fro m a cider mill. 


Dried Skimmilk fo r Ho gs 
In feeding tests recently repo rted by the Ohio Ex periment Statio n, it 
was fo und that dried skimmilk 
co uld be pro fitably added to a ho g 
ratio n o f co rn, trinity mix ture, 
and minerals — but that present 
prices made it unpro fitable to use 
mo re than 1% o f the dried milk. 
Apparently its chief v alue, in 
such small amo unts, was to im­ 
pro v e the appetite o f the ho gs.

It is a bit paradox ical for John L. Lewis, g en­ 
eralissimo of the CIO, to come forward with a 
proposal that Cong ress appropriate an additional 
$3,000,000,000 for relief of the u nemploy ed. 
Radical labor policies, entailing cu rtailed pro­ 
du ction and marked adv ances in the cost of m an­ 
u factu re, are recog nized by most competent 
economists as prime factors in the present bu si­ 
ness recession. And in connection with su ch in­ 
du strial impediments, Mr. Lewis himself has 
play ed a commanding role. 
Bu t this does not bother the CIO head in the 
slig htest deg ree. Hav ing helped to precipitate 
bad times, he resorts to the popu lar strateg y of 
passing the bu ck to the American tax pay er. 
It is tru e, of cou rse, th at jobless citizens, in 
many cases the innocent v ictims of Utopian 
deception, mu st be cared for by reasonable allot­ 
m ents of pu blic fu nds. And the Federal Gov ­ 
ernm ent to some ex tent mu st fig u re in the pic­ 
tu re by reason of dwindling State and mu nicipal 
reserv es. 
Howev er, Mr. Lewis cou ld aid the cau se of the 
working man far more effectiv ely if he were to 
pu rsu e a cou rse of economic helpfu lness rather 
than a cou rse of indu strial destru ction.
